1) A method for lowering chemotherapy-iriduced resistance in a patient being treated with a 
^ chemotherapeutic agent for a cancer, the method comprising: 

infecting the patient with an effective amount of AAV-2 to lower the chemotherapy-induced 
resistance to the chemotherapeutic agent!, in combination with administering a chemotherapeutic agent 
patient; and 

determining if the chemottferapy-induced resistance to the chemotheratpeutic agent is lo wered. 


5) The method according to any of claims 1 to 4, wherein the AAV-2 is administered intravenously, 
cutaneously, orally or intratumbrally. 


10) A method for reversing chemotherapy-induceayresistance in a patient suffering from a small cell 
l un S carc i noma cancer and previously treated for the cancer by a chemotherapeutic agent selected from 
the group consisting of cisplatin, etoposide and cisplatin/etoposide, the method comprising:
